Dublin, July 27. 

We are sorry to have to state that 
two casea of deaih, from want, occurred 
on Friday. The one was a poor man, 
whose name is unknown, who was found 
on the tlag-way io Thomas street, between 
9 and 10 o'clock at night, in a state of 
complete exhaustion He was removed to 
St. Catherine's watch-house, and expired 
at 12 u‘clock .— Freeman's Journal. 

On the same day a man by the name ol 
Peter Blackball! was found dead in a waste 
bouse in College st. Alderman Archer, 
one of the City Coroners, hold an inquest 
on the body, when the verdict was return¬ 
ed that the deceased died from disease of 
body and want of loud.— Him. 

On Thursday evening a poor old wo¬ 
man, a stronger, dropped down io High st. 
Kilkenny, and instantly expired. She had 
no money about her, and the opiuion of 
those who viewed the body is, that she 
died of absolute want. The poor . woman, 
we are told, was seeD to fall in the stree< 
on the preceding day, in a stale of almost 
total exhaustion. Messrs. Colles and 
Keougb held an inquest on the body on 
the evening of her death. Verdict ‘died by 
the sudden visitation of Providence.’ ll 
the poor creature actually died of starva¬ 
tion, of which we have no doubt, we should 
have prefetred recording the immediate 
cause of her death to a ouse the sympathy 
ol the rich on behalf of the unfortunate 
but starving poor. — Leinster Jour. 

Murder of au American Consul .—The 
following le'ter trom a gentLinan to his 
father in New York, dated Bogota 19th ol 
July, gives the pai ticulars id the murder of 
Mr. Fudger, the American codsuI for the 
port of bantu Martha. 

•‘With feelings of the deepest regret I 
have to inform you ol the death of our mu¬ 
tual friend, J. 11. 15. Fudger, E«q (lie A- 
inerican Consul, who was most inhumanly 
murdered io Ins own bed on tbe night of 
13th inst. lie was stubbed through the 
heart with his own sword; his tbioat cut 
from ear to ear, and bis trunks rifled of 
their contents. Several persons are in pris 
on on suspicion; but our police is so detec 
tive, that 1 am afraid the pet petrators will 
escape. Ilia funeral took place tho follow 
ing day, and was attended by a large con 
course of citizens and foreigners. The in¬ 
habitants of Bogota sincerely mourn his loss 
and regret that their city has become the 
scene of so foul a deed. 

‘‘Government has given orders to allih* 
civil and military auIbtiriiie-, to spare no 
exertions to discover the murderers, aud 
t?r. Bavenga, Secretary of foreign affuirs, 
is particularly active on the occasion. 

“An address signed by several hundreds 
of the most respectable inhabitants lias been 
handed to the government, expressing their 
grief at so horrid a transaction. ” 

The fact (hat Mr. Adams, when on his 
voyage to France in the ct aiacter of a pub¬ 
lic eii'oy, remained upon deck during an 
engagement, bus been mentioned in most 
ol the newspapers. But the particulars of 
that event, as related iu his Eulogy by Mr. 
Sprague ef Hallowed, Mass, who undoubt¬ 
edly obtained them from Com. Tucker 
himself, we presume will be new and in¬ 
teresting to most of our readers: — 

‘‘Mr. Adams was removed from the 
Congress to other scenes of important duty 
and usefulness. In August, 1V39 he was 
sent to Europe as a Commissioner of Peace. 
'The public ship, on hoard which he em¬ 
barked was commanded by the gallant Com 
Tucker, now living aod a citizen of this 
stale, who took more guns from ibe enemy, 
during the revolutionary war, than any 
other naval commander, and who baa beeu 
far less known and rewarded than tins mer 
its deserved. One occurrence on their 
passage is worthy of relatinu at illustrating 
the characters of both. Discovering an en 
emy’e ship, neither could resist the tempt 
utiiiu to engage, although against the dic¬ 
tates of prudent duty. Tucker, however 
stipulated that Mr. Adams should remain 
in the lower part of the ship, as a place 
of safety. But no sooner had the battl 
commenced, than he was seen on deck 
with a musket in his hands, fighting as 
common maiine. The Commodore per 
cmptorily ordered him below, but, culled 
instantly away, it was not until considera 
hie time had elapsed, that he discovered 
this public minister still at his po»>, intent 
ly engaged in firing upon the enemy. Ail 
saucing, he exclaimed, why are you here 
sir? 1 am commanded by the Continental 
Congress to CBiry you in safety to Europe 
and 1 will do il: uml seizing him in his 
arms, forcibly carried him from the scene 
of danger.’’ 

Soldiers of the Involution —In what 
way can wc invite attention, and command 
I a willing ear, from those who uloue can an¬ 
swer the petition of the poor and infirm 
remnants of our rcvoluiionaiy soldiers? 
'They are few, and their end draws nigh, 
but their complaints awaken the feelings 
of humanity, and a public sense of justice 
foibid* that they should suffer from the in¬ 
flictions of poverty, when a small pittance 
would enable them to sustain the imbecili¬ 
ty and sufferings of their declining age. 

“ Whether any of the survivors who enga¬ 
ged in the war for our ^dependence have 
unliquidated claims against the guveromw*i 
or not, the boon they crave is entitled to 
equal consideration, Justice gratitude and 
policy, ulike require that the »acrifi :es 
made by them for their country, should not 
come in judgment oguinst them in their lat¬ 


ter days. The period of their youth and 
vigour was t.-'ployed in that warfare which 
won and secured the liberties of a whole 
people;—shall they suffer for want of those 
comforts which they could have provided 
against this day of sickness k of feebleness, 
had they not consumed their time and 
strength in waging battle with your ene¬ 
mies ? 

Justice demands for the defenders of a 
country eoough of its produce to supply 
their wants.— Gratitude from those who 
were defended, and who are thus enabled 
to enjoy their possessions in peace, de¬ 
mands that tho-.i who vindicated their 
cause, should also bare the comforts and 
the shelter which their exposures to dan¬ 
gers contributed to win. Policy demands 
for tbe worn out veteran, a supply lor all 
Ilia actual wants that your young meo may be¬ 
lieve that if they are called to the public ser¬ 
vice, and put their lives at hazard, devoting 
their health, their talents, k their prime, il 
they survive to see others enjoy the golden 
harvest they shall not lay themselves down 
in sorrow, w anting a morsel of bread.

From the American Farmer. 

TO EMIGRANTS AND FARMERS. 

Advantage! of Maryland uj a place of settlement.. 

IV bile tbe whole tide of emigration to our 
country from abroad, flows towards the 
new states in the west, and our own At¬ 
lantic brethren follow the stream, the facts 
which are about to be named seem to be 
forgotten or overlooked. The western 
lands are stroug and good, are very cheap, 
aod may be bought at the government pri¬ 
ces. But they are to be cleared and fen¬ 
ced, houses built, markets to be created, 
society to be formed, and every thing to 
be done, before comfort can reward ex¬ 
cessive labour. 

Land is now cheaper in the state of Ma¬ 
ryland than it is in the vicinities of any 
good settlements in the west. Good land 
may be bought in abundance within 20 miles 
of Baltimore, in any direction, at $4 to 
4.50 per acre. There are good roads and 
mill seats io all directions in the same dis¬ 
trict of country. There are manufactories 
of various sorts, who want a denser popu¬ 
lation, as weavers and mechanics, and live 
atock, and vegetables, and fruit, and cider, 
are wanted at Baltimore and Washington 
city. Slave labour has become unprofita¬ 
ble, and is scarcely practised within this 
limited district. The writer knows of ma¬ 
ny farms which, with houses and barns, 
fences, &c. and delicious springs of tbe 
purest water, can be purchased at the price 
of the land, i. e. at $4.50 per acre. 

Lands thus situated, with an outlet to 
the Chesapeake bay, to Baltimore, or to 
the seat of the general government, in the 
midst of a settled country, at the centre 
of the union, in the (by adaption) natural 
soil of the vine, (he tobacco plant, the peach, 
apple, wheat and Indian corn, are to be 
bought every day for cash, in lots to suit 
purchasers; and $500 in ready money 
will settle a family on a farm with all 
needful buildings, containing 80 to 100 
acres, and leave a surplus for tools aud 
stock. 

There are free schools all over the state. 
The state is also rich in the United States* 
and other stocks, and the income arising 
therefrom, almost pays tha expenses of 
state government; so that the taxeB are less 
than in any state in the union. 

It is commonly said that the soil i^poor 
and exhausted. This is not true. Tbe 
soil is capable of producing all that any 
soil in (bis country can produce by judi¬ 
cious cultivation. The soil in many places 
bas been abused, but can be and is daily re¬ 
stored to its former goodness by the influ¬ 
ence of increasing knowledge in agricul¬ 
ture. 

It is well known that by tbe operation 
of natural causes, such as tbe reduced^tri- 
ces of produce, and the increased white 
population hare, that slave labour is un¬ 
profitable, and is going out of use. It is 
only in Prince Georges’ county, and in some 
districts oo the Eastern Shore, where the 
aoil is so good, and the management so able, 
as to outweigh the real extravagance of 
■lave labour, that it yet remains in much 
use. This soon will correct itself, and 
slave labour is now unprofitable, i. e. dear¬ 
er than any other sort of labour which can 
be applied to lands in Maryland; and 
wherever white labour competes with it, 
it undersells it, and drives it out in all 
temperate climates. Thus if tbe man who 
possesses 50 negroes, sells them, and in¬

PRIMARY SCHOOLS. 

To the good people of Caroline county. 

Perceiving that your fallow citizen, Mr. 
Boberl Orrell, in his address to you ‘on 
the subject of Primary Schools ,’ has freely 
resorted to my name, aud employed bis 
talent at ridicule, instead of reason, or ar¬ 
gument, to divert your judgment from the 
true course in the decision of this impor¬ 
tant question, I request the favour of your 
attention to some remarks in explanation. 

With respeefto tbe ‘leading ideas, hopes 
and wishes’ of Mr. Orrell when he enter¬ 
ed into his senatorial career, it may not be 
necessary toexpaciate; but having attribu¬ 
ted (be reduced elate of the public funds at 
that period, to tbo ‘mismanagement and 
extravagance’ of his immediate predeces- 
aors, over whose heads he rode into power,'' 
I would rather ascribe the canse of that 
reduction to the war in which the country 
had been involved, aod the disastrous ef- 


ery interest would be benefited and none 
injured by the prosecution of these im¬ 
provements. 

But what would have been the probable 
consequences of withholding appropria¬ 
tions, or relusing to take a small part of 
the Great Stock. M ould not the main 
artery of communication, after crossing 
our western corner have extended to the 
city of Richmond and made^the Capital 
of Virginia the imperial seat of ceutral 
commerce—and might not our Emporium 
have fallen into decay—the grass have] 
grown m her streets—And what would 
have been the resulting injuries to our rev¬ 
enue, and the wit her ii g effects upon our 
prosperity. Happily lor us, these disas¬ 
ters have been averted—Tbe legislature 
acted wisely iu passing tbe needful appro¬ 
priations, aud the whole line will concen¬ 
trate in our state; and for the amount of 
our investment we shall not only draw a 
full proportion of all its proper benefits, but 
superior advantages from the construction 
of all the works on our aide of the Potomac 
—aud the consequent disbursements of 
vast sums of money drawn from Virginia, 
Pennsylvania, the coffers of the General 
Government, and fortign Capitalists; and 
; from the continuous connection of towns 
and villages, stores and public houses, all 
Blong the whole line from Cumberland to 
Baltimore, to yield an increase of revenue 
from retailers and tavern licences, and 
other concomitant ameliorations; exceed¬ 
ing a liberal rate of interest upou the 
gross of such investment—and such re¬ 
ceipts will be over and above the direct 
income from tolls and profits which will 
flow in to fortify and enrich our treasury. 

But to revert to tbe ‘subject of Primary 
schools.’ The geutleman asks how could 
he tbiok of voting for a law which would 
impose additional burthens upon you, and 
which would have ‘partial beariug on dif¬ 
ferent classes of society. I would answer 
this by referring him to my No. 7 on (his 
‘subject’---In which it has been proved from 
official data, (hat such burthens cannot 
with reason be expected—and in No. 8 , it 
is demonstrated that the ‘revenue of this 
state is mostly drawn from the common 
people, and, consequently it is just and 
right that the common people should re¬ 
ceive, in turn, tbe benefits of their contri¬ 
butions—Excepting jlie petty direct tax, 
amounting in your county, to only about 
three cents a head, and the dividends on 
public stocks, which, ns labor is the foun¬ 
dation of wealth, mostly belong to the la¬ 
boring class, our means are mainly drawn 
from licenses to retail spirituous liquors, 


reason of their greater numbers, who con¬ 
sume and pay the most of these by indi¬ 
rect or voluntary contribution,just as much 
as the white sheep eat more (bail the black, 
because there are more of them.’ i t hence 
appears that (he present system lias a very 
‘partial bearing* on ‘certain classes of so¬ 
ciety, and justice demands a liberal appio- 
priation of those means which are ‘mostly 
drawn from the common people, for the free 
instruction of their children. 

The idea that the slave holders would 
be chiefly bei/fefitted by the operation of this 
Isw, which Mr. Orrell attempts to impress, 
is curious enough—[fit were true, wby 
should the slave holders oppose, whilst the 
common people approve of it. 

But as to this ‘neto fangled system of Pri¬ 
mary Schools,’ as the honorable gentleman 
is pleased to stylo the law of public in¬ 
struction , which was passed in tue House 
of Delegates, 49 io 14, and io the Senate, 

9 to 4—1 reject the term as unbecoming 
and indecorous. ‘ The law was well ma¬ 
tured, after deep and serious deliberation; 
every objection was calmly weighed, uutil 
perfected to that state in which a received 
die sanction of such majorities in each 
branch of the General Assembly. Every 
person competent tu understand the sub¬ 
ject, must be satisfied that there are neith¬ 
er errors, nor miscalculaiions; that the rys- 
tem is founded upon tiie approved expeu- 
ence ot other slates, that it is entirely sus¬ 
ceptible of adaptation to our own, and that 
all tbe blessings which others have den red 
from it, may be enjoyed by our people. 

As to tbe law which passed some ‘ten or 
a doxen years ago,’ I bare never seen it, 
nor even heard of it belorc—The gentle¬ 
man should have been more specific—But 
well I know that ‘all (lie funds 
under the act, entitled an act to incorpor¬ 
ate a company to make a turnpike road 
leading to Cumberland, aud lor me exleu 
sion ot the charters of the several banks in 
the city ot Baltimore, aod tor oilier purpo. 
ses,’ were regularly appropriated to this 
county as they arose, and that no pad of 
tbe school funds lay dormant on account 
of the nun-execution of any law, such as 1 
the gentleman speaks of. 

Mr. Orrell seems to think that by the 
adoption ot tins law, ‘you will run the risk 
of losing all’—In ibis be commits a great 
error; tor the very opposite would be the 
fact. 

By referring to the journal of the Sen¬ 
ate, for the last sessioo, in page 1 G 8 , it 
will appear that, ‘On inotiuo ol .Ur. Unell' 
the question was put, ‘Will tbe Senate ab¬ 
sent to the following as an amendment— 
Add to the end of the bill—‘Aod ba it en¬ 
acted, that the provisions of this act, shall 
not extend to, or in any manner interfere 
with, (he present regulations respecting 
schools, or school funds 111 Caroline coun¬ 
ty.’ But only two concurred with the 
gentleman iu his proposed amendment. The 
Senate would not consent to exclude your 
county Iroin the operation and benefits ot 
this law. 

In page 1G9, of (he same journal, (lie 
following amendment, wilh reference to 
the next election, was assented to without 
a negative—‘Aud be it enacted, that if a 
majority of votes in any county shall be 
against the establishment of Primary 
Schools, as established by this act, then, 
and in that case, the said act shall be vuid 
ns to the county,’ So that it would seem, 
llye identical Senator who was accessary 
to this amendment, now advises the rejec¬ 
tion of this law, whereby it would become 
‘void as to your couuty,’ and your ‘pres¬ 
ent funds’ would be gone, irrevocably gone 
and you would be excluded, and shut out 
from all the benefits of these schools, aDd 


well, so far, so good; but wbat does he say 
next ? he says ‘allhough there are not want¬ 
ing instances of persons of respectable 
standing in society, that declare ell educa j 
tion unnecessary, and disadvantageous to 
the community’ yet he is charitable enough 
to express an opinion that ihe number is 
few &c.—Now I would ask the 'Obser¬ 
ver' when and where lie became acquaint¬ 
ed with such a character? will he venture 
to name one? I guess not. ‘I have been 
young and now am old’ yet have I nerer 
beard a person of 1 espec\able standing in 
society, utter such a sentiment. In truth, 
no respectable member of society holds 
such a sentiment; nor can any person who 
holds such a sentiment, be a reipecluble 
member of society.— Passing over some re¬ 
marks of‘An Observer,’which are merely 
prefatory, I come to his investigations, 
where he says, ’by sundry enquiries, exam¬ 
inations and investigations, I have ascer¬ 
tained that there is annually expended in 
this county the enormous sum of ‘seven 
thousand dollars , or near that amount ; this 
large sum is annually expended upon the 
education of a number less than five hun¬ 
dred children,' but be assumes 500 as to 
oumber Ac.—I shall neither contest nor 
admit ‘An Observer’s statement- He do. • 
honour to his county if it is true, but none 
to himself if it is false; the main question 
is, who pays this money?—the answer is 
plain, the very persons who ought to pay it, 
the parents and guardians of the children, 
and not the county or slate—and is it real¬ 
ly true that the citizens of Caroline couuty 
are annually expending (nearly) the sura of 
SEVEN THOUSAND DOLLARS on 
(he education ol their children? Ye», ‘An 
Observer' says so, and I have not disputed 
his word; well dune great and noble citi- 
zens of Caroline, you deserve well of so¬ 
ciety ; you shew how little you need the 
aid of Teackle money or Teackle law. 

‘An Observer' has republished, the let¬ 
ters which Mr. Teackle received fioin Mr. 
Jefferson, Mr. Madison, and Mr. J. Adams, 
last winter was a year, and which Mr 
Teackle published in Annapolis as soon as 
he received them; Mr. Teackle also re¬ 
ceived n letter from Mr. Monroe, which 
was published with the others, for I saw it 
and read it, all these letter* Were in an¬ 
swer to one from Mr. Teackle to each of 
those gentlemen, accompanying a copy of 
biabill to each 89 he told ine himself.

The poor must be tax- 
ad upon all they are worth, to pay for the 
school bouse, fuel, stationary 8ic. whilst 
their children can receive but little benefit 
from tbe appropriation of lids tax, and the 
rich will be taxed oRly upon a part of tbeir 
possessions, or in other words, all tbeir es¬ 
tate in other districts, “will be exempt and 
ftee entirely from taxation,” and baring 
servants to perform their labour, their chil¬ 
dren can go to school the whole year 
Thus, Mr. Graham, if strikes my mind very

cantile pursuits.—Upon returning I settled, 
immediately, in this county, aud have, ever 
store, resided here— So that I was not only 
bom in the state, but, with the exception 
•i th.ve years which were devoted to the 
atfnnmeot of useful knowledge, and essen¬ 
tial i'u«ines» abroad, my whole life has been 
chiefly spent in Somerset —nearly 2 7 years 
have elapsed since 1 was permanently set¬ 
tled here, and consequently, 1 cannot ivith 
any colour of justice be called a foreigner 
—So much lor nativity. 

It is well known to many of you that 1 
brought with me a very large amount of 
property, which waa increased, from 1 year 
to year, by transfers from an adjoining 
State—that 1 prosecuted very extensive 
operations and gave employment to maoj 
mechanics and labourer# for several years;

From the amltifarioas and expanded 
concerns in which I was engaged in times 
of geueral commercial embarrassment, so 
large a proportion of my effective means be¬ 
came unmanageable, and inconvertible, that 
a degree of derangement eoaued which 
compelled me to a*ail of the law’s protec¬ 
tion—A special act of (he Legislature was 
passed in my favour; but, through the con¬ 
fidence of my friends, my credit revived, 
iny estates were restored, and my just debts, 
to a large amount, were faithfully dischar¬ 
ged and satisfied—Tbe estate of tbe part

Much has been said about absence from, 
and the waut ol pecumaiy interest in the 
county, and the hon payment of taxes—but 
I would ask, who of those who oppose me 
has a right to complain of me upon thtse 
grounds—Have 1 ever gone from home 
except wheu called by your important pub¬ 
lic matters, or my own necessary business 
— Have oot the large investments and im¬ 
provements of my own properly, and that 
of my wife brought in from year to year, 
and tbe accumulations of many years of 
unceasing industry, distributed in tbe rela¬ 
tions of mechanic art, aod in rewarding 
every variety of labour, been sufficient to 
prove in iotereit in the county—And wbu 
has circulated more money, or paid taxes 
to a larger amount? 

1 will now advert to certain measures. 
—The principal themes of opposition are 
the appropriations for internal improve¬ 
ment, aod tbe law of public instruction in 
primary schools—The light house—tbe 
light vessel, and the alterations of election 
districts, had been mentioned but tbey 
were found too popular to be employed a- 
gainst me. 

With respect to the first I present a doc¬ 
ument to prove a degree of inconsistency 
in one of tbe declaimers, which may suffice 
ta destroy the effect of all his arguments up¬ 
on that subject. The cause 8s origin ol this 
writing may be briefly stated—It *eem? 
that Mr. William Doue, bad written to 
Mr. George Brown soliciting his agency 
in procuring the appointment ol Brigadier 
General for Mr. Done—io answer, Mr, 
Brown, amongst other things, informed 
Mr. Done ol tbe substance of the report 
of the committee on Internal Improvement 
aod ibis produced tbe following extract of 
a letter frufti Maj.

man all my lifer—I am Confident in saying 
that no roan in the country feels a deeper 
anxiety for its welfare or a greater inter¬ 
est in the acta of our state and federal 
legislatures—with whom supreme power 
baa been lodged by the people-—Nothing 
has given me more pain than the narrow, 
illiberal and sectional feelings manifested 
by the moat of our citixens on the autuect 
of internal improvement -believing as 


her of my bosom waa voluntarily aold,' and do.'tbit nothin'imtbao’a totafa'acnffce of 
the P r ° cee *fc PPPl 1 ' 4 * 10 8 “ c l* purposes for le ]g t *, feeling in tbe legialatuie will ensure 


more than 50,OtKf dollars, for which she has 
never received any reimbursement whatev¬ 
er—Tha open accounts of those indebted 
to me were transferred to a New Ledger, 
oi suoh, only, as wert esteemed abuodaot- 
ly able to pay, whilst hundreds, composing 
»» aggregate uf more than 40)000 dollars, 
were left aod nevar claimed, although many, 
aud perhaps tha most of them, could hava 
paid upon compulsion. .

the accomplishment otany one object, and 
the time has arrived when the great and 
singular local advantages of Maryland are 
either to be aeeuretL or lost forever—and 
I feel assured that it no improper impres¬ 
sions were made by designing demagogue* 
that preiant unanimous support and futura 
gratitude would be rendered to the Legisla¬ 
ture by whom sucb a system should be a- 
dopted as would draw into the state—and 
more especially to our great commercial 


glaring diacrep 
ance between the contents of that letter, 
and bis subsequent declamations, aud the 
intention, are entirely submitted to your 
good sense, and sound judgment. 

1 have bad to regret the pointed, and 
persevering, opposition of another candidate 
—Early in June I bad understood, from 
several sources, that Mr. Benjamin I. Jones 
was endeavouring to injure me in tbe esti¬ 
mation of a religious society; but I could 
not ascertain the particular charges, nor 
the course which it was said he was pursu 
in® to injure me—and upon appealing to 
him, he very promptly denied tbe fact, 
heard nothing further on the subject until 
about a month thereafter, when he accost¬ 
ed me ia the public street of Princess 
Aune and in an angry manner inquirpd 
what I had been saving about him to Mr 
John Fowler—I inquired, in turn, what i 
was. and remarked that I should wish t 
see Mr. Fotvler, and Mr. Arnold E. Jones 
with him, together—He then deal,.ml tiiat 
he would write a circular to 200 ot th 
Methodist Society a^'n't me—To (hat 
made no reply. *'id his anger seemed soon 
after to have abated—I have ev^r respect 
ed tbe zealous piety and good works of the 
methodist society, bot have never believed 
that they would enlist their church, in po 
litical matters, for the gratification of any 
individual—on the contrary ol bare pre 
suited that in the concernments of state, as 
much diversity of opinion prevailed amongst 
them, a9 other denominations of ehristiass 
—The circumstances which gave ri*6 to 
tin# ebullition of passion are these—Early 
in thfc last session of the legislature a pe 
tition, from one bf the Securities of Mr 
George Dashiell, the former Sheriff pray 
ing fur an extension of time, aod assigning 
reasons why the relief should not be grant¬ 
ed to Messrs. Beauchamp, Ackworth and 
John Fowler, was presented by Mr. Ben. 

I. Jones, and referred to a committee of 
which I was a member—when the matter 
came under consideration, I would not con¬ 
sent to make fish of one and flesh of ano¬ 
ther upon tbe statement of an interested 
party, and, consequently, a reBulution, el- 
tending the relief to *11 the securities was 
reported and passed—but in a few days it 
was returned from the senate, with an a- 
meudment omitting tbe Dames of Messrs. 
Ackwortb and Fowler—I forthwith repair¬ 
ed to tbe senate and stated to Mr. John¬ 
son, who was the Chairman of tbe Com- 
mittse in that body, that I conceived they 
done injustice to those gentlemen, in mak¬ 
ing tbe discrimination—to which he re¬ 
plied—“if so, it was at the instance of ooe 
of your own colleagues, but sebd it back, 
with a message, and we will endeavour to 
do justice’’— It was sent back, but return¬ 
ed again excluding Messrs- AckWorth and 
Fowler, and stating, that‘they understood 
tbeir conduct had not bean such as to enti¬ 
tle them to the indulgence of the state’— 
and upon »gain applying to Mr- Johnson, 
the former remark was repeated by him— 
upon which Mr. Arnold E. Jones informed 
me that Mr. Benjamin J. Jones had staled 
to Mr. Johnson that those gentlemen bad 
conveyed their property to defraud (heir 
creditors—l could hot but regard it as an 
extraordinary proceeding, that, after re¬ 
porting a resolution in tbe House of Del¬ 
egates for the relief of Messrs. Ackwortb 
and Fowler, he shuuld interfere with the 
Senate to procure their exclusion—and be¬ 
ing pressed for information I could do no 
less than disclose (he truth, and refer to 
Mr. Arnold F, Jooes, as my authority— 
Shortly after the encounter with Mr. Ben¬ 
jamin J- Jones in the street, 1 was in¬ 
formed that be and hia son, had been en¬ 
gaged, for several week-, io writing and 
publishing essays under the signature of a 
“Common Farmer,” and “Publicola” in 
oppositioo to (he system of Primary Schools, 
at which I had been labouring fer many 
years* iu which (hey made very free use 
of my nsme, aod uttered »tissue of inde¬ 
corous and erroneoua matter—One of my 
friends had prepared an article and pro- 
posed to institute • proceeding which 
might have injured thu younger Mr. Jones 
and blasted his prospect*, but, at my re* 
quest, he desisted— f mentioned this to 
Mr. Benjamin J. Jones, and warned him 
against the course he waa pursuing—tie 
did not deny that those anonymous pieces 
io opposition to Ibe Primary Schools, and 
abuse of me, were written by himself and 
hia son—and the faet, now, seems to be 
koown throughout the ccunty. 

Thus you see, my fellow citizens, that a 
pointed oppositioo is directed against me 
by some of the candidates, and it is under¬ 
stood that four of tham are especially asso¬ 
ciated aod combined to pot me down, but 
their •*<**** in that design must depend 
upon your suffrages, aud I cannot believe 
that you are prepared to yield obedience to 
any dictation of that sort. 

With respect to the rise and progress of 
the two great measures of improvement be¬ 
fore referred to—they were intraduced sev¬ 
eral years ago—and tbeir substance and 
course were made public in tbe newspapers, 
and freely circulated throughout tbe county, 
without a solitary objection, or a breath of 
opposition to my knowledge—The reports 
tt bills were presented early in tha laat ses¬ 
sion, and reserved for consideration until 
aear ita close—'The passage ef the bill to 
Create a board of Fublic works * 1 after 
free and full debate waa considered as 
conclusive upon the question, as there could 
be no neceseityfor such a board without an 
intention toprosecuts the public work in con 


majority, sod Mr. Jlrnold E Jones, aa well 
aa Mr. Brown and myself voted for it—It 
is true the bill for the promotion of Inlet- 
nnl Improvement was passed, afterwards, 
by a bare majority, but the question tens 
taken without debate, there waa not a sjieech 
on either side, and had there been a neces- 
ity, several members who were in tbe city 
nd others who were absent, might have 
been brought in for its support. 

My opinions upon these improvements, 
and in favour of the law of public instruc¬ 
tion in Primary Schools have been gen¬ 
erally delivered —J consider them as 
pre-eminently calculated lu increase the. 
wealth and happiness of the Stale, and 
our peopleas most peculiarly concerned in 
tlieir consummation —but shuuld 1 be sat¬ 
isfied that a majority of you, after mature 
onsideration, and a fall understanding of 
their respective merits, was of a different 
opinion, I would immediately decline a ser¬ 
vice in which I could not consistently with 
a sense of duty to ihe State, concur with 
you—I shall continue, however, to enter¬ 
tain a confident expectation that we 
shall not differ upon any essential measure 
to be adopted for the promotion of our com- 
mon prosperity. 

In conclusion f may assert with perfect 
truth, that in dealing with thousands of 
nen, sod for millions ot money, with the ex- 
eption of cases of assignment to others, aud 
those generally without my knowledge, or 
nntrnol. 1 have never imprisoned a human 
being, nor sold property onder execution— 
in my deepest tlifficuhie*, trials and trou¬ 
bles, I have been sustained by an uncon¬ 
querable spirit of conscious rectitude, and 
have considered myself as more sinned 
against than sinning—I have felt within 
me “a peace above all earthly dignity— -a. 
stiil and quiet conscience.”

PRIMARY SCHOOL?. 

Mr. Envron: 

Though a friend to the establishment ot 
Primary Schools upon a suitable plan, l am 
not willing to permit the name of tbe Com¬ 
mittee of >Vaya and Means ol the last ses¬ 
sion to he made use of, as I perceive it ha* 
been, in some of the publications in favor 
of them in your paper, to delode the com¬ 
munity into the belief, that the great sys¬ 
tem proposed can be carried into effect 
without additional taxes. According ti» 
the estimates of that committee, in the 
course of three or lour years, after (he 
pledge of the proceeds of lotteries to the 
completion of the Washington Monument 
shall be redeemed, tbe subscriptions to the 
cross cut canal paid off file- there will be an 
annual surplus in the Treasury of 80, or 
100,000 dollars, provided all the then 
existing laws for raising revenue should be 
contiuuerl and some others, that would be 
proposed for securing prompt payment ami 
increasing other sources of revenue should 
be passed—some of the latter were not 
passed—and some of tbe former contrary 
to the earnest expectations of the Chairman 
of that Committee, Mr Mnxey, were re¬ 
pealed. 1 recollect distinctly that when 
tbe proposition to reduce the direct tax 
one half was before the house, after the 
proceeds of the Tobacco Inspection tat 
had been specially appropriated to the pur¬ 
chase or building of state ware houses, 
Mr .Mnxcy solemnly warned the house, if 
that reduction of the revenue should be 
made (and it was mode) that, although the 
large surplus then in the Treasury would 
prevent the state from being bankrupt, yet 
the surplus io the treasury next December 
would be less than last December—in oth¬ 
er words, that the expenditure "f the cur¬ 
rent year would be greater than tbe income 
or revenue of Ihe current year. 

This statement is made, not because the 
writer is hostile, even to Mr. Teackle’* 
scheme of primary schools, considering it 
at least harmless, as it leaves Ihe levying of 
the necessary taxes to future Legislatures, 
whose discretion it is believed may be 
trusted, but because it is due to truth and 
is necessary to shield the late committee 
of ways and means from the charge of ex¬ 
aggeration in tbeir estimates, aod to place 
the responsibility for reducing the reven¬ 
ue too low, if Mr. Maxcy’s prediction 
should prove true, upon tbe right shoulders.

AGRICULTURAL. 

Gentlemen who mean to Beed large 
crops of wheat, and are now re-ploughing 
their fallows. Would find it to their advan¬ 
tage to try a double plough now to be seen 
at Mr. W illiam Clark’s of this tawn — It 
is a beautiful seed plough—has been tested 
—add with two of the lightest horses or 
mules will be warranted to perform, with 
tbe saving of a ploughman, as good work 
as any two single ploughs, that can be pro¬ 
duced, in any ground in a state, iu which 
wheat ought to be seeded in it—aod that 
it will be less apt to hang or cboak ia such 
ground, than a single plough. 

It it all important tu tha farmer to cover 
bis teed wheat between the 5th and tbe 
15tti of October. If with 6 single ploughs 
be can complete his seeding in 20 working 
days, be esn do it in 10 days with 3 of 
these—and in common ground, wheat seed¬ 
ed from the 10th to the 15th of October, if 
the season and winter follow baxj and dif¬ 
ficult, will make balf as much more wheat, 
as that seeded in tbe last week in Octo¬ 
ber, to go no later. There is more, than an 
even chance, that these ploughs would 
clear IhemssUea the first teatnn.
